YEAR FOR THE BAPTISTS. 

Prof, C. E. Taylor, of Wake Forest 
College, preached a sermon Sunday, 
at the First Baptist church, on Rer 
ligious Liberty. He showed the in- 


timate connection of the Baptist. |} 


denomination with the doctrine of 
Liberty,’”’ especiaily in Amer- 
ica; teaching the origin of the prin- 
ciple, not of toleration, which had 
been taught by Jeremy Taylor, Jobn 
Locke, Lord Baltimore and others, | 
but of full religious freedom, which | 
teaches that “consciences and souls 
belong to God alone,” and which 
according to Judge Story, .was first 
incorporated into human goverh- 
ments. in the culony of Rhode Island 
since christianity ascended the throne 
of the Ceesars. He showed, more- 
over, that this is the only country in 
which tais principle is now enjoyed. 


in its fullness, and since the Baptists 


had labored and suffered so much for 
rights of conscience, it was a fitting 
thing that as a denomination, the cen- 
tennialof civil liberty should also be 
commemorated by them asa jubilee 
year, because of the establiehment of 
Religious Liberty, iu this country. 
Some of the wise men of the church 
had proposed that the vear 1876 be 
signalized by raising a large amount | 
of money for the cause of garctitied 


learning, and that it be devoted tothe 


endowment of Baptist schools of 
higher learning all over the country. 


Accordingly, in nearly all the 
States the movement was already on 
foot, and it was hoped that several 
millions of doilars, perhaps as many 
as ten, would be raised by the 
Baptists of the United States for their 
schools and colleges during this year. 
Hie stated that Virginia op one side of 
us, bad raised four hundred thousand 
dollars for Richmond College, while 
the Baptists of South Carolina, much 
weaker in numbers and fvealth than 
the Baptists of North Carolina, had 
recently completed avn endowment of 
two hundred thousand dollars for 
Furman University, their college at 
Greenyille, while Wake Forest 
Colleyve had an endowment of not 
more than tweutysfive thousand dol- 
lars. A movement was on foot to 
utilize (his memorial year by doing 
something for this college, and all 
over the State, the people were looke 
ing tothe Baptists of Raleigh to begin 
the work. 

Prof. Taylor’s sermon was able and 
learned, and was listened io with 
profound interest by toe large con- 
gregatiou present. He was fellowed 
by Dr. Pritchard, the pastor, ina few 
stirring remarks, endorsing the en- 
terprise and commending the college 
to the hearty support of his people.
